Before UN

The Africans drew up amend- 


ments to a pending British reso- 
lution calling for a mandatory 
boycott of 12 Rhodesian exports 
and a mandatory embargo on 
military supplies for Rhodesia. 


The amendments would ex- 


tend the embargo to ore and oil 
products and would add coal 
and manufactured goods to the 
Rhodesian exports that Britain 
proposed for boycott — asbes- 
tos, iron ore, chrome, pig Iron, 
sugar, tobacco, copper, meat, 
meat products, hides, skins and 
leather. 


Both resolution and amend- 


ments would substitute binding 
orders to all U.N. members for 
the voluntary trade boycott and 
oil embargo that the council 
adopted in November 1965 after 
the Rhodesian whites declared 
Rhodesia independent of Britain 
to evade British pressure for 
eventual African majority rule. 


Britain fears losing its large 


trade with South Africa, part of 
the underpinning of the pound 
sterling. The United States also 
has a large stake in South Afri- 
can trade. 


However, the Rhodesian case 


seemed likely to produce even- 
tual African demands for boy- 
cott action against South Africa, 
Rhodesia's chief source of oil.

For the Legrand was 
once the site of the Hollywood 
Canteen. 


During the three years of its 


existence, the Canteen offered 
topnotch entertainment to GIs 
passing through Los Aneles.

The Canteen originated with 


Bette Davis and her then agent, 
Jules Stein, founder of the giant 
MCA corporation. Both saw the 
need for Hollywood to offer a 
haven for servicemen like New 
York's famous Stage Door Can- 
teen.

Immediate 
enthusiasm 


from the film community. 


On Oct. 3, 1943, the Hollywood 


Canteen first opened its doors

Studios and guilds donat- 
ed goods and services to de- 
corate the place, and a refur- 
bishing job valued at $15.000 
was accomplished with a $200 
outlay.

resort coast. 


Testifying as a star witness 


for the state Friday, Mrs. Far- 
ber admitted she tried to drug 
the colonel to death but couldn't 
go through with it. 


"All I can say Is I was in a 


trance-like state ... I was in a 
terrible conflict," she testified, 
accusing Coppolino of planting 
In her an urge to kill the 50- 
year-old colonel.

Bailey, Mrs. Farber said she 
had come forth with her story at 
the risk of self-incrimination 
because she feared the doctor- 
hypnotist might try to kill his 
attractive, wealthy second wife, 
Mary Gibson Coppolino. 


Coppolino married Mrs. Gib- 


son, a 39-year-old divorcee, in 
October 1965, less than six 
weeks after his first wife, Car- 
mela, 32, died in Sarasota, Fla. 
He has since been indicted in 
Florida on a charge of drugging 
Carmela to death with an an- 
esthetic. 


Mrs, Farber, who had moved 


next door to the Coppolinos in 
Florida four days before Car- 
mela died, went to authorities 
after the doctor's remarriage. 


On the stand she denied boast- 


ing, "I may be the next Mrs. 
Coppolino." 


Pressed by Bailey as to why 


she ignored an attorney's advice 
not to incriminate herself, Mrs.

scriptlon, Its eerie beauty Is sec- 
ond to no other place on earth. 
And, actually the valley Is not 
a valley at all; It's a deep, nar- 
row gorge that winds like a cork- 
screw between sheer cliffs for 
nearly a mile to a point where 
crystal clear water from under- 
ground springs gurgle from out 
of a cave and plunges downward 
for several hundred feet Into a 
tiny creek bed below. 


Entrance to the "Valley" Is 


through a tunnel carved through 
solid limestone over eonsof time 
by the waters of spring-fed Clark 
Creek. The tunnel, which forms 
a natural bridge between the lime- 
stone bluff to the north and the 
more sloping mountain on the 


Lost Valley" is reached by 


a narrow dirt road that runs 
inf flrom hJKnway 43, follow- 
ing the 
north bank of Clark 


Creek. The road ends about a 
quarter of a mile from the en- 
trance of the valley. From this 
point the visitor must hike up 
the dry creek bed and enter the 
valley through the tunnel. 


The hike to the tunnel, In it- 


self, is worth the trip, even if 
the visitor never enters "Lost 
Valley." The scenery along this 
quarter of a mile Is unbeliev- 
able. It's like entering a pri- 
meval world where you would 
expect at any momemt to see 
an aboriginal stone-age man ap- 


rom one of the numerous 
with his club raised high 
his head, ready to pro- 


tect his 
"home" from mar- 


vention.

And, In eon* 
trast to the glittering limestone 
cliffs, the mountainside to the left 
is dark, boulder strewn and 
covered with numerous different 
species of trees, bushes and 
vines. The left-or-south side of 
the valley-is literally plnchslon* 
ed with caves, each of which show 
evidence of being the home of 
wild animals including wolf and 
panther. 


Up near the end of the valley 


on the north side, is a giant cave 
In the limestone bluff. This huge 
"Indian Rock House" Is known 
locally as "Cob Cave" which, 
according to archaeologists, was 
occupied for centuries by various 
Indian groups. It was so named 
by early white settlers, to this 
mountainous section of Newton 
County, because of the thousands 
of small corncobs that were 
scattered upon its floor-cobs 
from Indian corn which had been 
left there by its former oc- 
cupants. 


As recently as this summer 


(I960), archaeologists digging a- 
round the floor of the cave, dis- 
covered, among other Indian artl- 
facts, 
corncobs that are es- 


timated to be several hundred 
years old. 


A hundred feet or so west of 


Cob Cave the valley comes to an 
abrupt end. Here the limestone 
: 


peaks join the dark sandstone, 
forming a steep draw. 


About 200 feet above this draw 


there is a cave which houses a 
small waterfall. The water pour- 
: 


jng out of this cave tumbles down 
the draw over a series of falls 
and becomes the headwaters of : 
Clark Creek in the valley below.

Is there any chance of 
it coming back in later years? 


A—If the jaundice appears 


on the second or third day 
of life (jaundice of the new- 
born) this is a normal finding 
in about 60 per cent of all 
babies. It is caused by incom- 
plete development of liver 
function and usually disap- 
pears by the time the child is 
2 weeks old. 


If the jaundice is present 


at birth, Rh incompatibility 
of the parents or some other 
serious c o n d i t i o n may be 
present. This would require 
prompt treatment. If ordi- 
nary jaundice of the newborn 
doesn't clear up in two weeks 
a doctor should see the child. 
If it does clear up, the likeli- 
hood of getting jaundice later 
in life is no greater and no 
less than in a child who did 
not have jaundice.

Our old friend, Gordon Keel 


of Vancouver, British Colum- 
bia, writes, "You have said 
that when both sides lead the 
same suit one is crazy. Here 
is a hand that disproves this 
theory. I was certain that the 
bidding and the o p e n i n g 
trump lead had marked West 
with both minor suit kings. In 
that case the winning play 
had to be a trump return at 
trick two." 


We have also said that there 


is no "always" and no "nev- 
ers" in bridge. You only want 
to play the same suit your op- 
ponents lead on rare occa- 
sions. This was one of them. 
So you return hearts at trick 
two. 


West led a spade at trick 


three. Gordon ruffed, entered 
dummy by finessing the queen 
of diamonds, ruffed a second 
spade, led a diamond to dum- 
my's ace, ruffed the last spade 
and threw West in with his 
last diamond. Dummy's fourth 
diamond was now good and 
poor West had his choice of 
leading a club up to Gordon's 
ace-queen, or a spade which 
would allow Gordon to ruff in 
his own hand and to discard a 
club from dummy. 


Gordon points out that he 


would have been crazy if West 
had shown up with four dia- 
monds and East had held the 
king of clubs. 


His play worked and it was 


unquestionably the best line 
but Gordon did not have to re- 
turn a heart at trick two. He 
could have taken the diamond 
finesse instead, ruffed a spade 
and led the second heart at 
trick four. The trap to avoid 
was not to release the ace of 
diamonds before leading that 
second trump. If Gordon had 
done that he would not have 
been able to ruff out all dum- 
my's spades and West would 
not have been caught in the 
end play.

WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Michi- 


gan Gov. George Romney is a 
national figure but his national 
ideas look pretty thin. 


Esteemed for high character 


and moral overtone*, IIP is run- 
ning ahead of President Johnson 
in public opinion polls. But what 
does he stand for? 


Romney says he hasn't made 


up his mind on running for the 
presidency but he is beginning 
to scamper around the country 
like a man taking the Republi- 
can pulse on his prospects for 
representing the party in 19G8. 


Because Johnson didn't put in 


a tax increase last year, Rom- 
ney said, the economy is now 
teetering on the brink of a slow- 
down. But there is a lot of disa- 
greement among economists on 
that and on whether one is need- 
ed at all. 


And Romney, whose only ex- 


perience 
in 
government 
has 


been on a state level and who 
has been against too much big 
federal 
government, 
then 
of- 


fered 
what political scientists 


might call a kind of Utopian con- 
cept of government: 


Voluntary 
associations 
for 


cooperation 
action 
centers. 


(Whatever they mean.1) 


Private enterprises for com- 


petitive action centers. (What- 
ever they mean.) 


State and local governments 


for locally oriented action cen- 
ters close to control by the peo- 
ple. (Whatever they mean.) 


The federal government as an 


action center to cope with tasks 
requiring unified national effort. 
(Whatever that means.) 


If he is going to revolutionize 


the running of government, it 
would seem, he could at least 
get specific, particularly since 
he said dependence on the fed- 
eral government is "dwarfing 
America's men." 


(But all this is in line with 


what appears to be Romney's 
Inability to be specific or get 
down to cases generally. 


For example: He is reluctant 


to open up on one of the most 
important issues of the time, the 
war in Viet Nam, saying he 
wants to give it much more 
thought because "before a per- 
son raises questions he ought to 
be able to make specific propos- 
als." 


But he has already had years 


to give much thought since the 
war 
has 
been going on for 


years. Perhaps his performance 
at the governors' conference 
last July dented his self-confi- 
dence on this subject. 


When he tried to answer a 


question on Viet Nam he made 
hash of it. 


He is considered a moderate 


Republican but says he can't 
follow the "gobbledygook about

War Vets Dig 
in for Yule 
Celebration 


PHOENIX, Ariz. (AP) - The 


"Christmas Company" — 54 
Vietnam veterans straight from 
the battlefields — have dug in at 
a plush hotel in Phoenix for a 
week of relaxation and forget- 
ting. 


The relaxing came easy. The 


forgetting was difficult. 


"When a good buddy gets hit, 


you want to cry. But you can't, 
you've got work to do," said 
Army Spec. 5 Ivea Mosley, 21 
of Reidsville, Ga. 


He looked up at the 10-foot 


Christmas tree he and some of 
the other men were decorating 
and the former medic with the 
101st 
Airborne Division shook 


his head. 


"The war seems a long time 


ago, a long way away," said 
Mosley, who left Vietnam about 
a week ago. 


"I've seen enough action for a 


lifetime, for a dozen lifetimes," 
said Pfc. Michael Passaro, 19, 
of Ozone Park, N.Y. 


"In Vietnam you got so that 


you don't have any feelings. A 
buddy gets hit, but you've got to 
watch out for your own skin," 
said Passaro, who was with the 
Army's 1st Cavalry, Airmobile 
Division. 


Looking from windows of the 


Camelback Inn, Mosley, Pas- 
saro and their buddies shielded 
their eyes as the bright Arizona 
sun reflected from leaves of a 
palm 
tree and the glistening 


swimming pool beneath it. 


A golf course provided a deep 


green background for the riding 
stables. It seemed unreal to the 
men, 
who only a week ago were 


plodding through Vietnam rice 
fields. 


Pretty girls served drinks and

men tried to get into the swing
